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Our One Hundredth Issue 


This Number, April, 1948, makes the one hundredth issue of this 

journal in a sequence of continuous publication. It covers a ten year space 

—not a great length of time in comparison with many publications but is, 

we believe, unique in the matter of the publishing of s stamp paper in Can- 

ada. We know of no other independent stamp journal to have continued un- 

interruptedly in Canada for that length of time. By an independent stamp 

journal we mean one that is not a house organ or club paper, but a 

MT periodical financing itself outright by the sale of subscriptions and 

irt ig advertising space. Or putting it another way, a publication the chief con- 

sideration of which is to be a journal of some literary worth rather than 

a vehicle devoted firstly to the promotion of the sale of goods, or services 

. of its publisher or publishers. We of Popular Stamps have no other 

purpose to serve other than the publishing of the journal for acceptance 
on its merits. 

True, *Popular Stamps" started out as a house organ in 1938 and in 
1939 it served as a bulletin for a stamp collectors club supplied gratis 
by its publisher, E. C. Werner, stamp dealer, of Alton, Ontario, who con- 
tinued to publish the periodical until the close of 1940. We then purchased 
publishing rights from Mr. Werner and since February, 1941, have edited 
and published the periodical as an independent stamp publication. 

Frankly, its first year or two were lean years, and only hy having our 
own printing plant and thereby able to keep down production costs were 
we able to keep from going into the red. Later, this precarious period was 
passed and for some years past it has justified the faith we first placed 
in the possibility that publishing an indepdent stamp journal in Canada 
could be made self-supporting. And even discounting its first few 
years of being chaparoned it still has a long distance record as an inde- 
pendent. 

At this point in our narrative, we wish to say that we have no false 
notion that we alone made this record. This edition Number 100, would not 
have transpired if the journal had not been favored with hundreds of 
readers and advertisers; also a host of writers and contributors who 
shared their studies, observations and experiences with our readers in 
the numerous articles and shorter items that have appeared in “Popular 
Stamps" from month to month. It is they who have made it possible. 

Having written the foregoing we will briefly make mention of a few 
matters of record as we leaf through the files of “Popular Stamps".

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Preceeding are pictured three firsts in the story of Popular Stamps. 
Picture 1 is the first issue in mimeograph form brought out by Mr. 
Werner, Jan.-Feb., 1938; picture 2, January, 1939, first copy brought out 
in printed form after Mr. Werner commissioned us to print the journal, 
and picture 3 is the first issue brought out by us after purchasing the 
publication, Vol. IV. No. 1, Feb. 1941. 


In Vol. III, No. 5, Mr. Werner's last number will be found a paid-up 
list of 89 members of the Rural Canadian Stamp Club. These formed our 
first paid up subscribers. First press run was 650 copies, most of which 
went out as sample copies. Our first issue carried three paid display ads, 
A. H. Vincent, Montreal; W. N. Affleck, Oshawa; E. C. Werner, Alton. 
To Mr. Affleck goes the long-distance record for continuous advertising, 
having been with us continuously since Feb. 1941 to-date. Long-distance 
record as a contributor goes to Phil Atts with his Canadian Topics which 
have appeared in every issue since March, 1941. Also in the same issue 
appeared K. Bileski's first full page ad with us. First Philatelic Society to 
subscribe for their complete membership was the Winnipeg Philatelic 
Soeiety, which have been with us since our first issue in 1941. Other. 
display advertisers who came in with us in that first year of 1941 were 
J. N. Sissons, Toronto; Century Stamp Co., Montreal; Victoria Stamp Co., 
London, Ont.; L. A. Davenport; Toronto; A. S. Walker, Toronto; J. C. 
Rosenbaum, Montreal; Stamp Haven (Aubrey Kelson), Toronto; A. L. H. 
Kirkwood, Toronto; York Stamp Co., Toronto, and others. Among con- 
tributors in 1941 and who still write the occasional article for us were R. 
A. Jamieson, Herbert Buckland, A. K. Grimmer, F. D. Rodgers, F. Walter 
Pollock, Frank W. Campbell and others. ! 


So much for firsts. 

In February 1942 the Canadian Philatelie Society subscribed for their 
eomplete membership and arranged to use Popular Stamps for official 
notices. Looking through our ledger, next to the increase in the numbers 
of direct subscribers to Popular Stamps nothing pleases us more than the 
phenomenal growth of the C.P.S. since February of 1942. The increase 
in membership has been approximately 900 percent—we believe by far 
the largest membership they have ever had. 


The war years brought trials in publishing. Paper was rationed— 
and how! Shortly after becoming known our subscription list grew. so 
fastly that we had to combine July and August issues to keep within 
our quota. (This practice we have continued as these two months being 
holiday months interest in the hobby is then at the lowest -ebb of the 
year). Besides combining July and August issues to save paper we had 
over-run our quota for the first half of 1944 and the ration board requir- 

ing us to make up the deficiéncy before end of year we had to combine 
the October and November issues in that year. And even today, the war 
long past, and rationing discontinued there is still a paper shortage that 
makes it a problem to secure sufficient paper for our purposes. 


To pass on to other things than a recital of “Popular Stamps" pro- 
duetion problems, our aim with the journal has been to bring together 
in the printed page everything we can secure about Canadian philately. 
We felt there was and is a need for this. We believe we have had a 
measure of success with this policy—a policy which will continue for the 

guidance of our future. 

Considerable original material has appeared in the journal during our 
editorship. New subjects have been introduced and older ones amplified. 
We favor postal matters but have given revenues considerable attention. 
The postage stamp has been our first consideration, but there have been 
items on postal cancellations and slogans, meter marks, stampless covers, 
ete. Semi-official stamps and locals received attention. One of the features 
that ran through several issues and brought us a great deal of satisfac- 
tion was the series on British Columbia Expresses by Gerald E. Wellburn, 
F.R.P.S.L., and crossing the continent interesting studies have been pre- 
sented on Prince Edward Island. And we still believe that in that great 
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expanse between Atlantic and the Pacific this wide Canada of ours still 
abounds in untold stories awaitng discovery that will be of interest to 
the philatelist. 

Further room permitting, we intend to reproduce some of the most 
interesting illustrations that have appeared in Popular Stamps from 
time to time. Many of our new subscribers may not have seen them. Al- 
together we hope you may enjoy this One Hundredth Issue.

Philatelic Pathways, a 7x10 thirty- 
two page and cover house organ 
issued by K. Bileski, Winnipeg, Can- 
ada, has come to hand. Two beauti- 
ful reproductions in color from his 
Title Pages appear on inside front 
and back cover; also one of his phil- 
atelic maps and color plate of a top- 
ical collection are inserted in the 
book. As is the province of a house 
organ it devotes part of its space to 
the publisher's offerings, but we are 
influeneed to mention first the stat- 
istical information on numbers of 
stamps, their varieties, catalog val- 
ue, ete, of the stamps listed in Scott's 
1947 catalog, Vols.

Bileski’s offerings, such as the Title 
Pages, Philatelic Maps, etc., we mar- 
vel at the capacity of this man in his 
publishing ventures. Not only must 
it cost a wealth of money, but make 
heavy demands on his time and en- 
durance. He seems to have no limit. 
He also has a talent for the outstand- 
ing, with his securing of the brilliant 
artist Arthur Szyk for his art work, 
and the Arthur Jaffe heliochrome 
process for reproduction of art work. 
The recent appearance of the U.S.A. 
Title Page (copy of which we have) 
in the large size for a wall decor- 
ation is a tribute to both artist and 
printer. Mr. Bileski, in these vari- 
ous offerings is making available 
art at its best for the philatelic de- 
votee. We recommend the reader to 
Mr. Bileski’s ads and literature rel- 
ative to these matters for further in- 
formation.

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On Publishing a Stamp Paper 


Recently Linn’s Weekly Stamp News of Sydney, Ohio, ran its 1000th 
issue—20 years of publication. We mention this because we are lifting an 
observation of its editor from that issue to use in this issue of ours. Mr. 
Linn’s remarks follow: 


“Stamp publications are in a class by themselves, yet they are “class 
publications.” Class publications in most other lines which have a cir- 
culation of 25,000 to 30,000 copies weekly are usually so far out in front 
of stamp publications in every way that readers of stamp publications 
must wonder why. The answer is a simple one. Stamp publications get 
about the lowest advertising rate of any publication there is. Other class 
publications get rates that are three to five times as high as stamp papers 
and there is the answer why stamp papers are not as a class, equal to 
other class publications. 


The recent failure of a paper that was beautifully printed and illus- 
trated shows you what we mean. In other class publications the advertis- 
ing rate for a full page in a paper of that type would have been $300 to 
$500 per page. With such money it would have been possible to produce, 
but the death of the publication was a foregone conclusion in our mind 
after seeing a few numbers. Stamp dealing, stamp collecting and stamp 
paper publishing is still about as close to being an amateur activity as 
anything we can think of and only when it graduates into a real business 
with a business men's organization behind it, will the hobby take on the 
dignity of business. 

Perhaps it is best the way it is for as it is anyone can play at it and 
after all, it is a hobby and if we keep it a hobby, perhaps that might be 
. the best way to keep it." 

The foregoing, in another's wording, covers a point we long ago 
touched upon in an early issue when we said we did not propose trying to 
do the spectacular, use swanky book paper or be 'the biggest magazine 
possible" but rather to be “a good, little magazine," and keep in the run- 
ning: Too many before had tried it in Canada to find it a profitless 
venture. As intimated by Mr. Linn the very nature of the hobby forbids 
the securing of advertising rates anywhere comparable to that of other 
class publications. And without advertising revenue—only a subsidized 
elass publication could carry on. 

If our advertisers were selling automobiles, shot guns, sail boats or 
dozens of other items selling for dollars and dollars each, then the small 
percentage of revenue from gross sales recognized as fitting to be set 
aside for advertising represents a large sum to be spent with publishers. 
When items, such as stamps, thousands of which still sell in the penny 
class it is just impossible for the publisher to anticipate large advertising 
returns. There are stamp dealers with exclusive clients where the trans- 
actions do run into high money brackets but by far the larger majority 
deal in the small sales fields. Advertising rates must then be such that 
the dealer in small priced wares may be able to advertise as well as the 
dealer in the classic and other high priced stamps. And the publisher needs 
dealer advertising in the lower priced field as well as the classics, for 
where there will be one of his readers wealthy enough to buy rarities 
there are hundreds of readers whose enjoyment of the hobby, by necessity 
must be found in stamps they can buy from a few cents to a dollar each. 

A stamp publication is thus in the service field, as well as the literary 
—service to the advertiser and service to the reader. And without adver- 
tisers and readers the publication fades out of the picture. “Popular 
Stamps" is here today—100 issues of it simply because it enjoys support 
in large measure from a host of both advertisers and readers. Perhaps a 
more pretentious and glorified publication eould have been attempted. 
Like the small wares dealer we decided not to over-reach, believing in 
lesser things lay promise of longevity.

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“LOOKING BACKWARDS” 


BY R. A. JAMIESON 


NOW that “Popular Stamps" has 
reached the hoary old age of One 
Hundred numbers, it seems but right 
that this Centennial Number should 
carry something of Canadian stamp 
magazine history. From time to time 
this journal has carried items about 
old publieations, which, while inter- 
esting in themselves, may have left 
the reader in something of a maze, 
as to the relative position these var- 
ious reference should oceupy. 


IF therefore this short review 
drives a few historic pegs on which 
the reader can hang by-gone maga- 
zine reference something may have 
been accomplished which will add to 
the romance of Canadian philately. 


THIS sketch deals solely with Can- 
adian stamp magazines, of which 
there have been something like One 
Hundred and Sixty published in Can- 
ada commencing with that daddy of 
them all, the “Stamp Collectors 
Record” (S. Allan 'Taylor) which 
first saw the light of day in Mont- 
real, in February, 1864. Texts on 
Canadian stamps are well known to 
the alert B. N. A. collector as they 
are usually preserved. But as to the 
magazines, they are more often dis- 
carded, particularly if they contain 
nothing of interest to the reader. If 
measured by the latter yard-stick I 
will admit that most of the one 
hundred and sixty should have a 
quiek trip to the ash can, and in this 
regard Taylor's *Record" would be 
one of the first. 

IF however, you are a literature 
collector, for the simple love of col- 
lecting . ... well, that’s a horse of 
another shade. And Il’ll admit that I 
am trying in this piece to deal with 
both aspects. 


BY now the reader should be 
ready to ask what are the more im- 
portant publications. My first 


thought was to pick out a dozen and 
say *Well, here they are". On further 
examination I find I cannot confine 
myself to that number, so I am list- 
ing twenty-two. They are my own 
choice, and Pl] admit my list will be 
subject to easy criticism. Some of 
my expert friends wil say this or 





that one should be *out" and others 
not named should be “in”.

IT IS my belief that each of the 
named publieations has contributed 
substantially to the hobby of stamp 
collecting in Canada. You may ask 
why include Taylor's *Gazette" (No. 
1). My answer is that it was the first 
publication in the Western  Hemi- 
sphere and that it carried a great 
deal of important history albeit a 
scurrilous rag and at the same time 
probably the scarcest philatelic pub- 
lication in existence. 


A COMPLETE file of the above 
twenty-two publications would give 
the Canadian  philatelist a pretty 
eomplete history of his hobby. Many 
of the magazine listed carry the 
names of famous persons as publish- 
ers, such as Stewart, Hechler, Lowe, 
Ketcheson, Fowler, Starnaman and 
Jarrett. Most of them were official 
organs of stamp societies, great and 
small. It is a strikng feature of the 
vast majorty that they ended up 
financial failures, some with pathetic 
swan songs, others just folding their 
tents like the Arabs and silently 
passing off the scene. t 


THE GAY Nineties seem to have 
been the golden age of philatelic 
publications so far as numbers go. 
Toronto seems to have been the most 
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popular Town in which to set up— 
and fold up. Noteworthy as I believe 
the above twenty-two are, some last- 
ed only a few issues, and the grand 
average for the first twenty named 
is less than thirty numbers. 


ROBERT J. DUNCAN of Arm- 
strong, B. C. in the Year Book of 
The British North America Philatelic 
Society (Cipex Edition) has a most 
comprehsive listing of Canadian 
Philatelic publications and from time 
to time in the same journal he deals 
with individual publications. He is 
the leading Canadian authority on 
Canadian stamp literature and has 
probably the largest collection. 
Edward Goodale and Herman Jacobi, 
Jr. of Hamilton, Ontario, have large 
collections, the former being a partic- 
ular authority on the history of Can- 
adian philatelic societies wnich is a 
study in itself. A. L. McCready (of 
“Popular Stamps”) has a large col- 
lection, while the writer has quite a 
few himself, including (I believe) 
the only number of Taylor’s 
“Record” held in Canada (a cut of 
which is shown with this story). 

RUSSELL BURR and R. S. Me- 
Nab are also literature collectors. 
Mention might also be made of “B. 
N.A. Topics” and “Maple Leaves”, 
two excellent publications published 
out of Canada but dealing with Can- 
adian specialized. 

THE first important compilation 
of stamp magazines was made by 
John K. Tiffany of St. Louis, 
Missouri. E. B. Jones? check list of 
philatelic journals of Great Britain 
and Colonies (published at Sioux 
City, Iowa, in 1907) is the handiest 
reference book even today. The Earl 
of Crawford catalogue of Philatelic 
Literature published in England in 
1911 is probably one of the most 
comprehensive philatelic works in 
existence.

#2. Numeral Cancellations 


Specialists in early Canadian 
stamps bearing those interesting 4 
ring and 2 ring numeral cancellations 
can add footnotes to Boggs (Vol. 1) 
check lists. 4 ring “45” Stanstead, 
Que. in blue, and the 2 ring “16” 
Brockville, Ont., both on the 12e 
large cents issue, have been added to 
this writer’s collection. These num- 
erals on either 12%c or 15c are real 
toughies. Keep your eye out for ’em. 

#3. Price Increases 

Maybe like myself, you don’t take 
much stock in catalog price changes. 
Sometimes they seem to reflect al- 
most anything except market values. 


Sissons, Harris, or Stanley Gibbons 
(N.Y.) put out tell the real story.

Illustrated (fig. 2) is type 1 with the 
large portrait, measuring 2" by 215". 
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. The portrait comes in either blue 
or brown and the captions are in red. 
Type 2, not illustrated, is exactly the 
same portrait, but measures only 
1" x 1%”. The only ones I've seen 
were printed all in blue. 


#5. BNAPS 

Under this caption I'd like to again 
call attention to the British North 
America Philatelic Society. The 
Society now has nearly 500 members 
with every prospect of reaching 600 
before January 1949. Membership is 
about evenly distributed between U.S. 


and Canada. It is a specialist’s 
society giving special emphasis to 
the study of Canadian stamps, but 


also including Newfoundland and the 
pre-Confederation provinces. 
The Society publishes an official 
Journal “BNA Topics” monthly. 
#6. the “Beaver” 
Under this name the Hudson Bay 


Company publishes a Quarterly 
magazine,—$1.00 per year,—address 


Hudson Bay House, Winnipeg, Can- 
ada. While it is strictly non-phila- 
telic, yours truly has been a sub- 


scriber for five years, and has found 
a wealth of collateral material con- 
tained therein. For example, Sept. 
1947,—a splendid artcle, with oodles 
of pictures about the *NASCOPIE"; 
In the same issue, some nice mater- 
ial and pictures on Western Canada 
Airways, Ltd., one of Canada’s 
pioneer airmail outfits; Dec. 1946— 
more on the “NASCOPIE”; Sept. 
1946—more on early pioneer airs; 
March 1946—more early air flights 
and Dec. 1947—1920 Trans-Canada 
airflight. In addition there is of 
course loads of material of interest 
to those who are making studies of 
the postal history of the early Can- 
adian N.W. Territories. 





Railroad Business Mail 


BY F. WALTER POLLOCK 


“THE (U.S.) Congress, under the 
authority of the Constitution (art. 1, 
sec. 8) has vested in the Post Office 
Department an absolute monopoly of 
the transportation of letters for 
others by regular trips or at stated 
periods over all post routes.” 

“THE LAWS  enacted—to safe- 


guard revenues—derivable from the 
transportation and delivery of letters 
for others by preventing competi- 
tion with the Post Office Department 
—" are collectively known as The 
Private Express Statutes, and com- 
prise sections 1710 to 1718, inclusive, 
and sections 1721 and 1722 of the 
Postal Laws and Regulations. 

THE Private Express Statutes 
have been separately printed in a 
pamphlet so titled, and the publica- 
tion contains, not only the text of the 
pertinent laws and regulations, but 
also lengthy and detailed interpre- 
tations of “letters”, as the “absolute 
monopoly” granted by the Congress 
is limited to “letter mail.” Many of 
these interpretations are interesting, 
but it would not be within the scope 
of this paper to liscuss them. 


UNDER the provisions of section 
1715, railroad and steamboat 
companies and other common  car- 
riers, are permitted to handle “let- 


ters written and sent by its officers 
and agents which relate to its 
business only" outside of the mails, 
and it may similarly handle without 
payment of postage, letters to ‘‘con- 
necting lines, or to anyone else, so 
long as no other carrier intervenes." 
Thus, a railroad may transport its 
own business mail, and it may  ex- 
change such mail with another rail- 
road, so long as it connects physical- 
ly with that other railroad—but it 
may not send railroad business mail, 
without payment of postage, over 
the lines of an intervening railroad, 
even though that intervening road 
may have some interest in the cor- 
repondence; for instance, the letter 
may concern a freight shipment 
which was handled by all three of the 
vailroads involved. 

HOWEVER, under section 1712, it 
was possible to send a letter via an 
intervening road “outside the mails", 
by enclosing such letter in a stamped 
envelope, specially printed to show 
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route via which such letter was to be 
transported. The privilege was wide- 
ly used, particularly in the  inves- 
tigation of claims for loss and 


damage of freight, as the rules of 
investigation require that all ac- 
cumulated papers accompany every 
move, and the files soon grew to 
consilerable size and weight. The 
practice was to make a package or 
bundle of the accumulated papers, 
enclosing the letter of transmittal or 
inquiry in the required stamped en- 
velope, which was then fastened to 
the package, and the whole trans- 
‘ported as Railroad Business Mail— 
this being based on the theory that 
the postage fee had been paid on 
each previous letter on the file when 
it was “new”, and therefore it no 
longer constituted a letter. 


HOWEVER, on March 21, 1944, 
the Solieitor for the Post Office De- 
partment gave it as his opinion that 
“claim papers are ‘letters’ within the 
purview of the private express 
statutes." This opinion was obvious- 
ly based on the fact that any “com- 
munication (of) live current  in- 
formation to the addressee, upon 
which he relies or acts", is a “letter”, 
and it is equally obvious that the 
claim papers accompanied each let- 
ter because they contained “live cur- 
rent information" not available from 
the letter of transmittal alone. Since 
March 21, 1944, therefore, claim 
papers may be handled “outside the 
mails" only as dead files being  re- 
turned for filing, storage, or de- 
struction. 


ALTHOUGH we have necessarily 
eited from U. S. laws and practices, 
the regulations and their application 
are substantially the same in Canada. 


THE PRICE OF BUTTER 


“Owing to the price of butter we've 
got to feature something" was the 
heading of Aubrey Kelsoms ad in 
February P.S. At the time this struck 
us as an apt way to introduce his 
stamp offerings. It also prompted us 
to list in our 100-dredth number the 
price of butter and a few other items 
in the necessities of life, Fifty years 
from now it may be of interest to 
the reader of that period. As this is 
written at the close of February, 
1948, the following retail prices pre- 
vail here. (Larger urban centres will 
be higher on some items, as eggs and 
meat). Butter 78c lb. eggs 45c doz., 
sugar 9c lb., tea 1.05 lb., coffee 70c 
lb., rolled oats 8c Ib.,. bread 13e, 24- 
oz loaf, flour 5.10 per 98 lb bag, milk 
l7e qt., sliced bacon 75e lb., rhineless 
80c, good quality round steak or 
roast 49c lb., porter house and T-bone 
steak 60c lb. prime rib and blade 
roast 36c lb., shoulder roast pork 
(trimmed) 45c; loin roast pork or 
chops (trimmed) 55e 1b., ham 50e Ib., 
side pork 45e lb. pork sausage 40c 
lb., hamburger 35c. Potatoes 2.75 per 
75 lb. bag, carrots or onions 2 Ibs. 
25c, dry white beans 16c 1b., cabbage 
8c lb., oranges, medium 30e doz., 
bananas 16e 1b., about 70c doz., apples 
lic 1b., honey 4 lb. pail $1.25, lettuce 
and celery, off market in respect of 
government regulation reducing 
spending for American goods during 
shortage of American dollars in Can- 
ada. Off-hand, we would say that 
most of these items range one-third 
higher than prevalent when we began 
publishing this magazine eight years 
ago.

FRED JARRETT 


SOMEONE has said that great 
eollectors are born, not made This 
is certainly true of Fred Jarrett 


whose attractive home on the north- 
ern outskirts of Toronto is a veritable 
treasure-house of Canadiana. When 
building this house Mr. Jarrett 
bought an early settler's log cabin, 
well over a hundred year old, trans- 
planted it log by log and added it as 
a wing to his house. In this part of 
his home he entertains his philatelic 
and other friends and occasionally 
holds an old-time barn dance with 
the host calling the dances (but he 
doesn't play the fiddle)! 

IF YOU were to call at Mr. Jar- 
rett's house, ideally situated on the 
side of a wooded ravine, during April 
you would see wild-flowers in  pro- 
fusion—he collects these and is al- 
ways on the lookout for new variet- 
ies for his garden. When the visitor 
enters the house he will notice a col- 
lection of Canadian medals in frames 
on the wall, complete except for the 
Victoria Cross. Another of Mr. Jar- 
rett’s hobbies is collecting Indian 
arrow-heads, Canadian coins and old 
Bank notes. It has also been rumour- 
ed that he collects match-box covers! 

OUR NEXT eall is the barn—here 
one climbs some rickety stairs to the 
Museum where are old-time spinning 
wheels, hitching-posts and utensils 
used by the early settlers. Believe it 
or not, Mr. Jarrett collects mill- 
stones; he has nine at present weigh- 
ing from 500 pounds to à ton each 
and says he is in the market for 
heavier ones to add to his collection. 

IT IS in the field of philately how- 
ever, that Mr. Jarrett's light shines 
for he is one of two Canadians (the 
other being Senator Calder of Ot- 
tawa) who has ever been elected to 
*The Roll of Distinguished Philatel- 
ists", the highest award it has to 
offer. 

THE ‘B.N.A. Standard Catalogue’ 
published in 1929 is still the ‘bible’ 
for Canadian  philatelists notwith- 
standing the appearance of other 
worthy books on the same subject 


since that date. Some of his early 
pamphlets and books are getting 


very scarce and are eagerly sought 
after by the student. 

MR. JARRETT'S collection of 
B.N.A. stamps is a joy to behold and 
his volume of Canadian Proofs and 
Essays is outstanding. In the issued 
stamps he has largest blocks known 
of some of the *Large Cents" values, 
and at one time owned the finest 
‘piece’ of this issue in existence, the 
mint block of twenty of the 2c value 
(illustrated in Boggs book), showing 
the complete watermark, ‘E & G. 
Bothwell Clutha Mills. (This beauti- 
ful block is now in the collection of 
Mr. R. W. T. Lees-Jones, the  fore- 
most collector of Canadian stamps in 
Great Britain). Mr. Jarrett has side- 
line collections of Canadian Hotel 
covers, illustrated corner cards, 
stampless covers and other historical 
items. 

SOME of Mr. Jarrett’s remarks on 
philately are illuminating, for in- 
stance he believes that Dr. Lewis A. 
Reford of Montreal has the finest 
collection of B.N.A. stamps and con- 
siders him one of the greatest phila- 
telists in the world today. Mr. Jar- 
rett also believes that knowledge and 
eternal vigilance pay dividends in 
philately, as in other walks of life. 

MR. JARRETT was born in Hunts- 
ville, Ontario, March 26th, 1888 and 
in his youth was Canadian Type- 
writer Champion. During the first 
Great War he was Secretary to Sir 
Edward Kemp, Minister of Overseas 
Military Forces in London, England, 
and was awarded the M.S.M. He is 
Canadian manager for the Gregg 
Publishing Company in Toronto. and 
Hon. President Canadian Philatelie 
Society, a member of the Royal Phila- 
telie Society of London and of other 
societies in Canada and the United 
States.

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hnow Your Precancels 


BY EDWARD GOODALE 


THE recently published Canadian 
Precancel (Catalogue makes mo 
mention of such a thing as a pre- 
cancel forgery. I do not want to set 
myself up as a precancel expert but 
I think some mention should have 
been made of these “album weeds”, 
particularly since the 1988 Hoover 
made mention of several. I think it 
was a mistake that the present 
edition should have given no warn- 
ing of these forgeries. 

THE OLDER collector knows, 
where to beware, from articles, in 
the Canadian  philatelie press of 
fifteen or twenty years ago, mostly 
by C. C. Sonne, who was the Editor 
of the 1936 and 1938 Hoover cat- 
alogues and also Associate Editor of 
the 1927 Rotnem and 1934  Lanothe 
catalogues. 


IN THIS article I am going to 
use the pronoun “we” because I am 
using notes from  Sonne's articles 
and from letters from other leading 
precancel collectors. Besides there 
are some precancels in the new cat- 
alogue which we question. It is no 
reflection on the present Editor, H. 
G. Walburn, that these latter should 
be investigated. Walburn or his pre- 
decessor, C. C. Sonne, may have 
examined the questionable items, or 
they may have obtained copies in 
exchange or purchase. 

WHAT am I to believe when I 
have before me two letters from the 
same person dated a few weeks 
apart giving different stories of the 
same “marvellous find"? That is one 
of my problems and I pass it along 
to every  precancel collector. But 
more of these particular items in a 
later paragraph. 

ONE OF the most famous forger- 
ies is from Portage La Prairie, 
Manitoba. This Town never had an 
authorized issue. Then there is one 
from London, Ontario, in blue ink 
on the Queen Victoria stamp. The 
Portage La Prairie was printed from 
metal but the London one is from a 
rubber stamp. Along about 1928 
some amateur using a rubber stamp 
of Ottawa, Toronto and Hamilton 
printed a variety of items in U 201. 


Small Queen stamp. If your 
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Most of these stamps are also post 
cancelled (parcel post roller). The 


preeancelling is about right for size 
but the impressions are mostly at a 
slight angle. The impression is a 
grey black in color. Some of these 
stamps were originally mounted in 
groups of twelve on a small home- 





made approval sheet. These sheets 
have a 1923  advertisment on the 
baek inviting the publie to visit the 
“Postal Exhibit at the Canadian 
National Exhibition”. There are 
usually two or three genuine  pre- 
cancels on the same page, but the 
forgeries will fool no one with half 
an eye. These sheets include all the 
scarcer items together with some 
that were never precancelled in this 
type. Also this certain someone de- 
eided that Saskatoon needed another 
type. If it isn't listed you have one 
of the fakes. 


SOME joker made some 
cancels of type T mostly

cancel has a post cancel under the 
precancel, it is more than probable 
that your copy was  home-made. 
Someone precancelled quite a lot of 
the searcer stamps in type U in the 
late Thirties. This is the  *square- 
shouldered bar between two straight 
bars type. The ink used in the 
genuine precancel of this type shows 
through the stamps as a stain. The 
ink used in the fakes does not show 
through. 


IT WAS in the period from 1935 
to 1938 however that someone near- 
ly killed precancel collecting. "Thirty 
or forty different scarce stamps 
were duplieated as normal or inverts. 
We do not find any doubles but 
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there may be a few. We believe only 
two or three copies of each item 
were made. 

YOU should know that the pre- 
cancelling of Canadian stamps was 
done at the (Government Printing 
Bureau. This establishment is really 
a super job printing plant. My 
understanding of an  electrotype 
plate is that there is an original set 
up of one line and the other nine 
lines are duplicates of it: i.e. if there 
is a mistake in the first line set up, 
then the mistake is duplicated in 


the other nine lines. This is borne 
out in the wrong spelling of the 
Bridgeburg precancel in the last 


stamp of each row. 

WE LEARN that various styles of 
type have names and -that if an ex- 
 perieneced printer wanted to be 
technical he could call the types 
used in  precancelling Canadian 
stamps by their names and numbers 
and show you them in a Type 
Foundry catalogue. We believe that 
some person or persons produced 
duplieates of genuine Canadian pre- 
cancels by printing them one at a 
time from type which was a 
duplicate of that used in the  Can- 
adian Government Printing Bureau. 
In other words the measurements 
and characteristies of the fakes are 
identieal with the genuine. 

ONE correspondent suggests that 


maybe someone got hold of some 
serap from the  electrotypes. This 
eculd not be. so because these 


electrotypes were in the government 
vaults till January, 1940. They were 


then melted under Post Office 
supervision. The fakes were  dis- 
covered in October, 1938. We are 


preparing sheets which will help us 
in establishing a sort of pedigree 
for the more valuable  precancels. 
When this is complete we will dis- 
close the exact way these forged 
duplieates can be detected. In the 
meantime, as many of the old col- 
leetions have changed hands, we 
want to find where all the good 
items are nestling, and so  quard 
against duplicates appearing on the 
market in mixtures (?). 
HERE is a check list of ‘the 
questionable duplicates, in the name 
and number types. The stamps on 
this list we believe, beyond question, 
to be *bad uns", provided you got 
yours in an auction, as a present, or 
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from approval books with green- 
blue covers without name on them 
since 1936.:—

OTHER scarce items of some of 
the above types likely exist in col- 
lections which have not been check- 
ed. We also distrust all Chatham, 
Ontario, items which have got into 
collections during or since 1936: 
also Sydney, N.S. and Amherst N.S. 
items. 

WE ARE also afraid that some of 
the Edmonton Type 210 and  Cal- 
gary Type U 204 which have been 
acquired from auctions or approval 
books from 1936 to 1940 are mot 
good. This also applies to Peterboro 
One Cent King Edward and inverts 
of the 1928 to 1933 period of the 
same City. In fact a New York col- 
lector has a 3-131a of Niagara Falls 
with a kiss-print of Peterboro at an 
angle on the reverse. Please  re- 
member that the Printing Bureau 
printed its precancels with the gum 
already on them so that this stamp 
must have been a forgery. 

THERE are also a couple of items 
in the new catalogue which are 
priced at $5.00 each which do not 
classify as issued precancels. These 
are Beamsville 1-153 and Winnipeg 
6-158. At best they can only be 
called essays or proofs. In June 1931 
the Post Office Department decided 
to precancel stamps by the P.O. 
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Money Order number assigned to 
the office issuing the stamps. Tor- 
onto and Woodstock were two of 
the first offices to have the One 
Cent green precancelled by number. 
The question of precancelling  car- 
mine stamps came up and trial 
sheets (one we hope) were made 
with the Winnipeg plate and the 
Beamsville plate which were evident- 
ly going through that day. A print 
of two or three other numbers was 
also made on the Three Cent car- 
mine—Hoover 109. All these sheets 
were turned over to the Philatelic 
Branch. The Philatelic Branch of 
the Post Office Department sold 
precancelled stamps about 1926-27 
so sometime after 1931 a hopeful 
precancel collector asked there if 
any of the old issues were on hand 
and was able to buy these proof 
printings at face. 

My POINT is that these 
not be listed as issued precancels 
and are therefore catalogued too 
high. We all know that if a pre- 
cancel double or inverted printing 
is used in the mail that seldom does 
more than one or two copies ever 
get into a precancel collection. This 
may justify the catalogue prices in 
the Hoover 1947. We are not pre-

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pared to argue that point but are 
concerned lest someone go into the 
printing business. On the other hand 
there are a goodly number of cases 
where a sheet of Canadian precancels 
has got into the hands of a pre- 
cancel collector. We think that a 
maximum of $1.00 is enough for 
such items if there was only one 
sheet. If there were more than one 
sheet saved the price should be less. 
I think I have more of this variety 
of material than any other Canadian 
precancel collector and I have never 
charged a fellow-collector more than 
Fifty Cents per stamp and am not 


going to charge more now just 
because other owners think they 
should have $1.50 to $5.00 for 
similar material. 

A SAFE RULE to follow is that 


if the item was issued since 1927 and 
is known in a block of four, there is 
likely a sheet in the hands of 
another collector. And by the way 
there is a nest of unknown size 
Frederiction Nos. 1-106 and 107 in 
or near that city so do not go off 
the deep end on these items.

AS I often do these winter even- 
ings, a few nights ago, I had one of 
my albums out looking through it, 
reminiscing. Recalling where I got 
this and that and the stories sur- 
rounding them. This one came out of 
such and such a find. This one I 
bought, a bargain, from so and so. I 
came upon a block of four that re- 
called this story. It has, I think, 


some human interest. Perhaps you 
would like to hear it. 
THIRTY YEARS in the life of 


mankind is not very long. In the life 
of a man it is a fair stretch, almost 
half his allotted span. I go back te 
the year 1917 during the days of 
World War One. Even then I had 
been a stamp collector for some 
years. My interest has never ceased 
over the intervening years. 


I WAS, at the time, a patient in 
the Brigton Eastern General Hosp- 
ital, Brighton, England. For the 
first time I was to be allowed to go 
down town. All, who have been in 
hospital, know what it is to have the 
feeling you are better and can get 
out and around again. 

NEEDLESS to say, I started out 
feeling like a million dollars and 
would not have sold out for two, for 
fear I would lose money. I will 
heard of the Ship Hotel. Many will 
reeall it. Again, needless to say, it 
was my first port of call. Later, 
somewhat fortified against the sea 
breezes, (good liquor could be bought 
in those days at prices that would or 
should make our Liquor Control 
Board blush), I started out. I had de- 
cided upon a walk along the sea 
front. 

HAVING nothing in particular to 
do and a fair amount of money saved 
up with which to do it, I started into 
what ladies call window-shop. I had 
not gone far when I came upon a 
newspaper-tobaeco shop, so common 
in England, (they had tobacco in 
those days and wild wood-bines), 
when, what do I see, struck up near 
the top of the window are approval 
sheets, with stamps on them. 

I DID not have to get my glasses 
out in those days to see them. What

do I see? Why map stamps and they 
look funny. Bless my eyes. They have 
no red for the British Empire on 
them. They are unused and are priced 
at nine pence each. Too much. Worse 
luck one is torn and the other has a 
bit of the eorner gone. Perhaps they 
have more inside. So in I go. 


WHEN I asked about stamps, the 
middle aged man who came forward 
gave me a rather, queer look. An 
adult who collected stamps, in those 
days, was almost universally  con- 
sidered, to say the least, to be a 
little queer. I think I must have 
shaken him. He made no move or did 
he say a word. So, I tried to clear 
the air a little. I explained I was a 
Canadian. The map stamps he had 
on the sheets in the window, did he 
have any more? I desired to buy 
some, but those in the window were 
damaged. I would like undamaged 
ones. Collectors tried to get as near 
perfect specimens as they could. 
Might I have a look at some? 


HE let out what sounded to me 
like a grunt. After considerable 
searching under the counter he 
brought forth some envelopes. Peer- 
ing in them, making sure I could not 
get a look at the contents, he event- 
ually dumped some more of the map 
stamps on the counter. There was 
perhaps nine or ten  altogther. I 
picked up a block, then 'a pair, and 
set them aside. I proceeded to check 
over the others, all singles. While so 
doing I conversationally asked if he 
would have any more. I got a one 
word reply short and to the point. 
“No.” One of the singles seemed to 
be alright so I set it aside with the 


bloek and the pair. The rest were not 


in good shape. 


*HOW much would that be" I ask- 
ed. “How many did I want?" I was 
asked. I said “I wil take all you 
have that are not damaged." Think- 
ing, maybe he had more, after all. I 
was wrong. Either, that was the 
wrong thing to say, or he just did 
not like me or my face. I got a rather 
stern reply. “You must not take 
them all. You must leave some for 
others. With that he started to reach 
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for what I had set aside. I beat him 
to the block and the pair but he won 
on the single. 


REACHING into my pocket for 
something to put them in, I intimated 
I would like to have the single as 
well. It was again impressed upon 
me, I must leave some for others. I 
could keep the block and the pair but 
that was all I could have. The rest 


were somewhat hurriedly replaced in 
the envelope and the envelopes  re- 
turned to a resting place under the 
counter. It appeared the limit of my 
purchases had been reached. 


“HOW much did I owe him for 
what I had" I asked. “That would be 
nine shilling” I was told. I realized 
that I was being charged double. I 
also realized that for some reason I 
appeared not to be a very welcome 
customer. I decided not to dispute 
the amount. Paid and left the shop. 


MY feelings were mixed. Altern- 
ately, I was annoyed with myself 
for having paid double the price and 
salving my feelings with the thought, 
perhaps they are genuine and even 
at the price a bargain. Further walk 
along the sea front had no interest 
for me. I felt another visit to “The 
Ship" was called for. That was the 
place to straighten out the matter. 
So, back there I went. 


IN no time I was in good spirits. 
What was nine shillings. I had plenty 
of money. When released from the 
hospital I had to go via London to 
get to camp. I would go into Gibbons 
and have them checked. I went back 
to the hospital well pleased with my- 
self. I was anxious to get my  dis- 
charge from hospital, get up to 
London, and learn as I felt no doubt 
it would be the good news: they are 
genuine. 

THE intervening days passed 
pleasantly enough, so pleasantly in 
fact, I did not make another trip to 
the shop. When I did think of it I re- 
called the reception I had received 
on my first visit. When I might have 
felt inclined to go, there were other 
interesting things to do just then. 
At last, the day came when I was 
released and on my way to London, 
due to report to Bramshott the fol- 
lowing day. 

I CHECKED the 


into Imperial 


Hotel in Russell Square. That ornate 
brownstone structure, a fascinating 
piece of architecture, was my favour- 
ite stopping place in London. There : 
I met à pal on the last day of his 
leave. We went to see Chu Chin 
Chow. I had seen it before and saw 
it again on more than one occassion. 
I always enjoyed it. I never tired of 
the gorgeous spectacle, the musie or 
the singing. Later we wined and din- 
ed. It was a good evening. 


NEXT morning I was up early. As 
I somewhat slowly got myself under 


way, I physically regreted my 
promise of the night before. I had 
on parting with my pal promised, 


in fact insisted upon getting up to 
see him on his train. He had to re- 


port back to camp that morning. He 


was due to leave for the continent in 
a day or so. My train left shortly 
after lunch, giving me plenty of time 
for my visit to Gibbons. 


MY pal on his way I still had time 
to put in. I decided I would drop into 
Lyons? Corner House in the Strand. 
It was close to Gibbons. I could do 


with a spot of coffee and a bit more 


food might help. There I proceeded, 
had a second breakfast and several 
cups of coffee, sweetened by dunking 
in it pieces of blotting paper 'im- 
pregnated with sacchrine. Feeling 
better for the food and coffee, after. 
what I considered a decent lapse of 
time, to enable them to get properly 
opened for business, I made my way 
to 391. 


I WAS just a little awed at the 
thought of going into the famous 
stamp store. I had looked in the 


window on several occasions but felt 
I was far too junior a collector to 
buy anything in there. This was real- 
ly my first visit. I entered and care- 
fully closed the door. I was the only 
“customer” in the store. My fears 
were  groundless. lI was very 
courteously received and asked what 
they could do for me. I explained the 
purpose of my visit and produced 
the pair. 

"YES they appeared to be alright. 
Would I exeuse him a moment.” He 
went to the back of the shop behind 
a partition. In a few minutes he re- 
appeared accompanied by another 
man. I was informed they appeared 
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to be alright. The perforation 
measured correctly. But, if I wished 
them expertised they would require 


more time. 1 was asked “Could I 
leave them for a day or so?. “Yes” 
I replied *I expected to be in London 
again shortly." It was my hope I 
would get a few days leave as a re- 
sult of my sojourn in hospital. Final- 
ly it was arrainged that they would 
keep them till I called again, or if I 
could not get back, I was to write 
them and they would send them on 
to me by letter. 


SO, elated by what I had been told, 
there was little doubt in my mind but 
that they were genuine, I left the 
shop. Walking leisurely, I had plenty 
of time, I made my way back to the 
. hotel. Had lunch, caught my train 
and reported to Bramshott Camp. 


BY the end of the week I was back 
in London with two weeks leave 
ahead of me. Two weeks of freedom, 
shows, plenty of time to do just 
whatever I wanted to do. I did not 
go the first day. I did not go the 
second day. I would give them lots 
of time. Actually I was a little 
nervous. Suppose after all they are 
not genuine. However the third day 
I made my way to the shop in the 
Strand. *Did he recall me leaving the 
stamps?" *Oh yes, certainly. Just a 
moment please." Again he disappear- 
ed to the back of the shop. In a 
moment he returned with an envelope 
in his hand. 

I COULD hardly get the question 


out. “Are they genuine?" I asked. 
*Oh yes, they are quite genuine" he 


replied. *Would I like to sell them ?" 
“Well no, I really did not want to 


sell them. I intended to put them in 
my collection” I said. “They would 
very much like to acquire them for 
the referenee collection their firm 
maintained. He had been instructed 
to offer me—for them". “No, I was 
really not interested in selling them." 
I repeated. *Just a moment please". 
He made another trip to the rear of 
the store. Baek he came. So it went 
on for a time. Finally I parted with 
them, at what I considered a good 
profit to myself. He did not know I 
had the block. I left the shop 
thoroughly pleased with myself in 
partieular and the world in general. 

I WOULD take a couple of days 
of my leave and go down to Brighton, 
visit the shop again. Always I would 
make another trip to Brighton. I 
nexer did. I was young. Life was fun. 
I never found the time. 

THEN history repeats  itself— 
World War Two. Once again I am in 
the army. I see foreign lands, battle- 
fields, slaughter, pain, suffering 
humanity, human misery almost 
beyond belief. However, at last the 
day comes when hostilities cease. 
Eventually I return to Canada and 
some special duty in Ottawa. 

IT IS Ottawa in the year 1947. I 
have intended many time to pay a 
visit to the Archives. It is a free 
afternoon. I shall make the long 
posponed visit. I finish my lunch and 
start out. Up Elgin Street, I cross

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Chateau, around the corner, I go. ing is the best time to see him. I 
Passing Major’s Hill on my left I continue to gaze at the stamps. Quite 


make my way to the Archives next 
to the Mint. Almost at the last 


moment I am tempted to pospone the 
visit again. It is a lovely day for a 
hike. However, I decide I shall take 
at least a quick look and perhaps get 
the walk in too. 


I PAUSE to read the inscriptions 
on the tablets at the door. It is not 
a particularly imposing entrance. 
When you get inside it is even: less 
so. You eome into a not too well 
lighted hall, the walls crowded with 
pictures and studded with doors. You 
are at a loss where to go next. I 
glance to the right. It is a dead end. 
To the left at the end, I see an open 
door. I head that way. It leads into 
a large room. Off to the left appears 
another doorway. I make for it and 
see it leads into two other rooms. I 
decide to go on and work back. 

THE rooms are filled with 
pictures, relies, documents, mem- 
entoes of the great and near great of 
Canada's storied past. I do as I had 
determined. I take a  hurried look 
around and arrive back in the first 
room I entered. Standing in the door- 
way I plan to give the walls a look 
and then take a glance at the cases 
about the room. But as I am walking 
by one of the cases, out of the corner 
of my eye, I catch sight of some em- 
velopes and sheets with stamps on 
them. I stop for a better look. Not 
very interesting. A pretty poor show- 
ing. OH, oh, what is this I see. Sure 
enough, of all things, there is a block 
of four and a single of my stamps. 
This, is interesting. I bend over the 
ease for a more careful look. Yes, 
they appear the same, stuck on a 
sheet of heavy brown paper among a 
varied lot, including some of the 
regular map stamps. 

THERE is no card or explanation 
of them in the case. I would like 
some further information. Perhaps I 
ean find out where they came from, 
the donor and where he got them. 
Maybe I can get the story of how 
they got out. I look around for an 
attendant. I motion to him and he 
comes over. I ply him with questions. 
He is sorry he does not know any- 
thing about them, I would have to 
see the curator. Further questioning. 
I am informed he is out, the morn- 


apparently not much impressed by 
me or my choice of exhibits he strolls 
away. 

I DETERMINE to see the curator 
and make a point of doing so. On my 
next visit, within a day or so, I find 
him in his office. I tell him what I 
am seeking. We leave his office and 
go to the case. He regrets he can 
give me no data. He has none on 
them. He is very pleasant and tries 
to help, unlocks the case and permits 
me to examine them. I find it is not 
a block but three stamps with the 
lower left one neatly fitted into 
place. I thank him and depart  dis- 
appointed. 

HOW often we stamp collectors 
are disappointed. We get so close 
but just miss the find or long sought 
information we had hoped to get. 
But, it is all part of the fascination 
of the hobby. I was keenly dis- 


appointed but I had one source in 
mind yet. 
TRUE, over the years they had 


been in my colleetion, I had done 
really nothing in an active way to 
get the story on my stamps. Recent- 
ly however, Mr. Stanley Deaville had 
done considerable research on the 
map stamps. I had intended to drop 
in and speak to him about them. Now 
was as good a time as any to do so. 

WE HAD a very nice chat. He had 
never seen them. I regretted I did 
not have mine with me to show him. 
He would like to have seen them. 
He told me many interesting things 
he had found out during his resarch 
and study. At the time it appears 
there was not the care taken, in the 
printing and distribution of stamps, 
there is now. He considered there 
was every chance that some had got- 
ten into circulation without the red. 

FOR thirty years they have been 
in my collection. I have never seen 
another block. I must really get them 
checked again. No matter. I doubt 
if money could buy them from me. 
They have given me a great deal of 
pleasure. Good or bad. What does it 
matter. Memories ever green, days of 
youth, life was fun, life is still fun 
—30 years after. I re-light my pipe 
and turn this page. I wonder if the 
little shop is still there on the sea 
front. 
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Mostly About Plate Blocks 


By “SCOTIA” 


ONE of the most striking dif- 
ferences between American and Can- 
adian collectors is the much greater 
emphasis on plate number collecting 
among the former. The most obvious 
explanation is the fact that plate 
numbers on American stamps run 
into big numbers such as 22464 and 
are collected in matched sets, while 
Canadian plate numbers start at one 
in the case of each stamp issued, 
and often go no higher (The most 
common varieties go to forty or 
more, but this is exceptional.) Rather 
than being a handicap, this seems to 
me decidedly an advantage, because 
a stamp whose whole issue is printed 


from one plate can never be too 
common. 
FOR various reasons I believe 


plate block collecting in Canada is 
on the verge of unprecedented 
growth. For one thing the American 
influence is making itself felt. Sec- 
ondly, it is ‘a natural climax for the 
collector who graduates in turn from 
used to mint and from mint singles 
to mint blocks. Thirdly it satisfies 
the natural human instinct which 
demands something for nothing, in 
that the plate number is something 
for which the post office makes no 
charge, but which has a definite 
philatelie value. And lastly, there is 
a growing consciousness of the fact 
that plate numbers in most Canadian 
stamps are one hundred times as 
scarce as the individual stamp. No 
other branch of collecting can com- 
pare with it in the degree to which 
it combines beauty of  appearence 
with investment opportunity. 
WHILE we're on the subject of 
differences between American and 
Canadian collectors, let me say that 
the latter are, in my opinion, much 
more fortunate than their friends to 
the south in the matter of stamp 
magazines. I sampled the American 
crop pretty thoroughly before dis- 
covering “Popular Stamps" and feel 
that none of them gives the value for 
the money that P.S. does. Of course, 
I collect only Canada, and could be 
prejudiced. I should mention B.N.A. 


Topies, organ of the B.N.A.P.S. to 
which every collector of Canadian 


stamps should. in his own interest, 
belong, and “Weekly Philatelie Gos- 
sip" which has some good things on 
Canada. I quote the following from 
“Random Notes" by Sidney Bird, in 
the Feb. 21, 1948 issue. On the sub- 
ject of inereases in Catalog prices of 
Canadian stamps he says “Airs and 
specials all up, and regard C2, now 
$1.50 both ways, meanwhile seeing 
to it that you get the 24 stamps in 
these categories before something 
else drastie happens. *To  whieh I 
can only add, “Be especially sure 
you get the plate bloeks involved"! 

ONE of the nicest things about 
plate block collecting is the fact that 
the seareh for missing numbers and 
positions usually involves  corres- 
pondence with fellow enthusiasts, 
who are invariably the salt of the 
earth. This reminds me that I will 
be only too glad to hear from any 
reader who is interested in the sub- 
ject under discussion. 

TO ME it seems that many phila- 
telists overlook a good thing in the 
matter of controlled mail. Perhaps 
they think such things are for the 
big operator. More likely, they never 
give it a thought. Let me illustrate 
what I mean. I heard of a man who 
had a raft of the current ten cent 
stamp, which he had received from 
his wife while absent on army  ser- 
vice. I wished she had taken the 
trouble to get from Ottawa a few 
sheets of the five cent violet 1930 
issue, which would have made a 
much better showing. The ten cent 
library cf the same issue, still avail- 
able in excellent centering, is an- 
other stamp with a future. Just 
check on number issued and time 
used. 

MY OWN favourite is the one 
cent orange, 1930. This stamp is 
worth almost face used. Before the 
advent of our recent commemoratives 
I. used it in blocks of four, on all 
letters to family and friends, who 
were inured to my eccentricities and 
trained to return the used copies. 
Not only that; many of them buy 
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from Jarrett's Hotel Covers. 





the stamps themselves and use them 


on letters within the family circle. 
The thousands of copies I have 
secured thus will more than repay 


my trouble some day, I am sure. 


THIS brings to mind one of my 
pet peeves. I can’t understand why 
so many collectors—yes, and dealers 
too—use ordinary, everyday stamps 
on their mail, when more attractive 
issues are so easily obtainable. In 
recent months I have received all 


too many of the four cent red on 
letters from people who, frankly, 
should have known better. In the 
case of dealers especially, the  dif- 
ference in good will alone should 
make it worthwhile to use  phila- 


telically useful stamps. Orchids to 
the well known Montreal wholesaler 
who delightfully . surprises his 
clients with such combinations as a 
pair of two cent Edwards, or one 
cent and three cent Victoria num- 
erals! 


THIS business of using older 
issues can lead to amusing incidents. 
Some junior postal clerks are  un- 
aware, it means, that no Canadian 
stamp has ever been demonetized. I 
received a cover recently with a 
block of one cent orange 1930 which 
had been stamped *Eight Cents Post- 
age Due". Later this had been cross- 
ed out and the letter had come 
through. 

IT CAN lead to other incidents as 
well. I met one of my most valued 
philatelie friends through his notic- 
ing the obsolete stamps on a letter 
to my wife. He rightly suspected 
that only a philatelist would think 
of such a thing! 

THE TIE between controlled mail 
and plate block collecting is an 
obvious one. Just make it a rule 
never to use ordinary stamps on any 
outgoing mail, always to use obsolete 
stamps or commemoratives; keep 
the plate blocks, and you can’t lose! 
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Notes and Views on Precancel Stamps

ALL RIGHT! All right. Il get 
going, but I just do not know where 
to start. These past few months I 
have received several letters asking 
my opinion of the new  precancel 
catalogue. 

WELL! I think Mr. Hoover is to 
be congratulated upon its neat ap- 
pearence, and very much better 
paper and printng. The previous one 
was poor, to say the least.—What’s 
that? you didn’t mean the catalogue? 
but what the catalogue contained, 
the part edited by H. G. Walburn. 
Well now you are really asking some- 
thing, so let’s review things from 
early times. 

IN the late 80’s many precancels 
were used, then a very large number 
in the 90’s, with perhaps still more 
up to the early Edwards, That means 
twenty years of precancelling. Well, 
what about it? 

THAT'S just IT, Canadians did 
nothing about it; they seemed to 
ignore them and did nothing about 
it. Tt took the U.S. to first attempt 
some sort of a listing, and, I pre- 
sume, to pay the great price of 5e to 
30c for specimens they needed. But 
Canadians in general still seemed to 
ignore them in the same manner that 
they paid little attention (in 1905) to 
their own Canadian 3d beaver, which 
could be picked up at that time for 
$1 to $3. But what do they list it'at 
now? From $8.50 to $25.00, though 
there are literally hundreds available. 
But no one can even find 40 of most 
of the older double precancels, Yet 
the ratio of their rise is much the 
same. 

YEARS drifted along with a few 
retaining precancels as a sort of 
curiosity or local, but small attempt 
was made to get complete collections. 
WHY? Why—because no one knew 
what actually existed to be collected. 
The town cancels though started to 
draw attention, so by 1917 there were 
quite a few collectors, though very 
few were keen enough to pay a dol- 
lar for rarieties. From 1917 interest 
increased, helped along by our guides 
—ealled catalogues, as from 1918 to 
1925 there was a catalogue published 
every year, and in 1927 TWO. One 


from the U.S. by Rotnem and the 
other by Taylor of Winnipeg. (Note 
Rotnem’s prices). Interest grew quite 
a-pace but too many still kicked at 
the $t or $2 prices for cancels. They 
thought that they should be bought 
at half the catalogue quotations 
much the same as general stamps of 
the world were selling at that time. 
What really handicapped the ad- 
vancement of  precaneel collectors 
was that most dealers did not stock 
them and those that did, did so in a 
half hearted manner. Why was this? 
To-day is years later, but now we 
know why. Chiefly because there was 
no regular wholesale of them. Deal- 
ers just could not get supplies, only 
off-hand pick-ups. Another cause, 
“the customer”. He wanted to buy 
too cheap. All right says the dealer, 
we will sell cheap, but as there is no 
profit in cheap goods, why bother 
with them at all. 


SO it is to-day, in 1948, some 60 
years after their first use, we are 
still howling to buy cheap. BUT, 
back in our minds is really the 
knowledge that one can hunt your 
head off, yell or advertise, but you 
will never get the doubles and many 
others you are looking for, not even 
at the full 1948 catalogue prices, 
because they are too rare. In many 
cases only 2 or 3 copies known. 


NOW, take Scott’s, note stamps of 
which there are 15 to 20 known, the 
price will be around $6,000 and doz- 
ens at $500, of which 100 copies are 
known. Now look into the 1947 
Hoover. The highest price quoted is 
$15.00 mind you for specimens of 
enly two or three known. So, are 
these prices really high? No, not on 
the older issues, but my opinion 
would say, that most of the  quota- 
tions from 1931 to date are 100% too 
high; in fact all Nos. in normal form. 

LIKE you I dont like this sudden 
jump to such high prices, tho in my 
heart I think they are worth it, but 
for me there are too many $5 to $10 
items to get averaged amongst so 
few stamps. Now what effect will 
this have on prospective or young 
eolleetors? or even the older col- 
lectors. The answer seems to be that 
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Break  pre- 


it will either Make or 


cancels. First the high prices are 
high enough for any dealer to make 
a profit and not consider he is hand- 
ling junk. But tell me where is the 
dealer to get his stock? I have hunt- 
ed for years and can't get even single 
copies. Now take the juveniles and 
prospective collectors. At random 
lets quote 10 doubles at $5.00 each. 
That's $50.00, a lot of money for a 
young collector. The same money 
would buv a whole collection of per- 
haps 5,000 different stamps. Can you 
see the kids eyes stick out looking at 
his choice of 10 stamps or 5,000? 
You know which he would grab. So 
the prices may have killed nearly all 
future collectors. Now, take us, the 
older collectors who for years have 
tried to buy these rare stamps for 
next to nothing, (and have done so 
because dealers did not bother with 
them), we think we would go as high 
as $2. (This was the limit in the 
Sonne and Taylor Catalogue.) What 
can we get for $2.00 now? Just 
because Hoover's price committee 
show a stamp at 7.50 it does not say 
that they will get that price. I would 
doubt that many rare  precancels 
have been sold. these past two 
months. I feel sure we old collectors 
wil look a long time before we 
actually pay $7 to $10 for a stamp. 
Why? Why, because, there would be 
too much money tied up in a good 
colleetion, with too few buyers when 
we wanted to sell, meaning too large

a loss over cost, 


SUMMING these three conditions 
up it would seem that the catalogue 
would or may kill the collecting. No, 
it wont do that. I think what will 
really happen is we will go back 30 
years to the days when we bought 
only at half catalogue prices, but 
lets hope for the best. 

Mr. Walburn is to be congratulat- 
ed upon the huge amount of work he 
has put into so complete a listing. 
The only ommission I have noted is 
Vancouver 3 .. III. . 5e violet which 
should level off at about 40c. 

PERHAPS most of you received 
with your catalogue a printed slip of 
Mr. Walburn's wants, or do they 
exist? Instead of sending my note 
to him, you may as well all know. I 
have the following:

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The Story of the Burnett Envelopes 


BY FRED JARRETT 


WHAT are the Burnett envelopes? 
They are the Canada 1e blue and 3c 
red, size 1016 x 4% made in 1902 by 
order of the Post Office Department, 
Ottawa, for H. C. Burnett, of Brant- 
ford. Here is the story as told to me 
by Mr. Burnett: 


“BACK in the 90’s when the field 
was more limited we collected stamps 
and postal stationery impartially. 
Seott’s catalogue listed Canada’s 
cards, lettercards and envelopes, as 
they do today for U.S. emissions. The 
1897 Jubilee set was not complete if 
it lacked the Jubilee postcard. Some 
odd items had been issued, with 
potential rarity, such as the 2c violet 
envelope, but on the whole collectors 
got little consideration from Ottawa. 
My own attempts to secure philatelic 
information were rebuffed by one 
certain official high in authority. In 
time I developed such  antagonism 
toward this gentleman as only a 
frustrated philatelist may know, and 
I hoped and prayed for an opportun- 
ity to make him aware of my exist- 
ence. 

MY chance came when on one of 
my frequent visits to Ottawa I dis- 
covered that my enemy had left to 
attend a Postal Convention in Europe 
and would be gone some weeks. In 
his absence he had delegated author- 
ity to an assistant who was friendly 
and sympathetic, and not too familiar 
with strict orders that had been 
given to block collectors trying to 


get something out-of-the-ordinary 
through the Department. I ap- 
proached the assistant with my 


problem. I explained that in my 
business in Brantford I was in 
urgent need of an envelope of a 
larger size than those presently 
available—could the Department not 


supply me with these special en- 
velopes and could he not rush the 
order through for me? (Under my 


breath—“before the boss gets back.") 
He could, and he did, The envelopes 
were manufactured, delivered and 
paid for before his Chief returned, 
to find that something had been put 
over his Department. 

I stored the entire lot in my office 


safe and waited for aging Queen 
Victoria to pass on. With a King 
succeeding to the throne there would 
be no re-issue of Queen's head en- 
velopes, and I could announce a 
previously unknown and  unlisted 
variety. Having all of them I could 
sit back and cash in. The prospect 
was very pleasing indeed. Victoria 
obliged in 1901 but I decided to wait 
a year or so longer before listing my 
envelopes. I derived considerable 
satisfaction from just looking at the 
catalogue and visualizing the  ad- 
dition I was about to make to the 
stationery column. When I got the 
1903 Scott's I turned the pages till I 
came to Canada and postal station- 
ery, to get the shock of my life— 
they had dropped Canadian station- 
ery. The envelopes lay in my safe for 
years after, for there wasn't any de- 
mand for stationery from then on. 
Eventually I turned the lot over to 
George Lowe, a dealer with whom I 
had done business for years, being 
glad to get face value." 


GEORGE being practical got the 
postage out of the envelopes by 
using them for his own mail, but 
when a collector showed any interest 
they cost him a dollar each. Today 
you will find them listed by Holmes, 
Jarrett, Bond, Boggs, and others. 
We hope Burnett lived to see the day 
when his plans worked out as he had 
conceived them,

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Preliminary Notes on Canadian “C.0.D.” Cards 
and Envelopes...

IN JANUARY, 1930—after a three 
months’ trial at Montreal and  Tor- 


onto—was inaugurated at the larger 
Canadian post offices a new type of 
postal stationery service. This new 
form includes cards and envelopes of 
the “C.O.D. Business Reply System”, 
providing commercial firms with a 
type of reply card or envelope on 
which no postage need be paid un- 
less the reply unit is used by the 
addressee,. When it is so used, pos- 
tage due stamps to the proper 
amount are affixed and cancelled, 
and the postage is collected in cash 
from the recipient. 

THE official requirements for 
preparation of these cards and en- 
velopes, which may be printed in 
colors and on paper stocks selected 
by the issuing firm, are as follows: 

REPLY cards may not be smaller 
than 4 x 3 inches, nor larger than 


6 x 4, but there are no special 
limitations on the sizes of envelopes. 


EACH card or envelope must carry 
the currently standard electrotype 
in the upper right corner; under it 
appears a column of chevrons. 

SOMEWHERE on the face of the 
unit must appear. the inscription: 
*Business Reply Card (or Envelope) 
| No Postage Stamp Necessary if 
Mailed in Canada / (x)e Postage Will 
Be Paid by" and/or its equivalent in 
French: “Carte—(or Envelope) Re- 
ponse d'Affaires / Franco si Deposee 
au Canada / (x)e de Port Seront 
Payes par". Occasionally this in- 
seription is found in both languages 
on the same cover. 

CARDS or envelopes intended for 
airmail forwarding must be bordered 
in blue and red, and must bear the 
impression of an airmail label read- 
ing: *Via Air Mail / Par Avion." 
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A NUMBER of minor varieties in 
type-setting, etc., have been noted, 
but to date only three major types of 
these electros have been used. Since 
the figures of denomination and the 
permit numbers were printed from 
movable type inserted in the electro, 
they vary widely in size and style, 

THE WIDTH and style of chevrons 
vary somewhat, and rarely one finds 
a cover with an abnormal number of 
chevrons.

SUNDAY NIGHT CLUB

The president 
is Mrs. G. Burton and the secretary 
The frames

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Collecting 1942-43 Stamps 


BY F. D. ROGERS 


ON 1 July, 1942, he Canadian Post 
Office Department issued a series of 
stamps to emphasize the country's 
war effort. The denominations were 
the usual ones from one cent to one 
dollar, plus a six-cent airmail, a ten- 
cent special delivery and a  sixteen- 
cent airmail special delivery. On 1 
April, 1943, a flat increase of one 


cent per piece of first-class mail was 
made, requiring some new  denom- 
inations and colour changes. The 
three-cent was changed from red to 
violet (3 June, 1943), a new design 
of four-cent in red replaced the old 
grey one (9 April, 1943), the 
thirteen-cent became fourteen cents 
(16 April, 1943), the  six-cent  air- 
mail became seven cents (16 April, 
1943) and the sixteen-cent airmail 
special delivery became seventeen 
cents (16 April, 1943). Coils and 
booklets of the new three-cent and 
four-cent followed shortly, but we 
not know their exact dates of issue. 

THE designs are appropriate and 
attractive and the issue was well re- 
ceived, but beyond this there is per- 
haps nothing much of interest in the 
stamps themselves, However, coming 
just as they did, they open a larger 
field to the collector of used stamps, 
covers and pieces than do most 
issues. 

BEING pretty busy with war work 
in addition to my regular job, I let 
the opportunity slip until just before 
this issue was superseded by the 
current one, even though used stamps 
have always had more appeal to me 
than the mint variety and I have an 
.jneurable weakness for covers. Still, 
I have got together a fair collection, 
which I have classified thus: 


1 Set of used single copies off 
covers. 
2 Airmail covers, both rates and 


bearing both airmail and regular 
stamps. 

3 Booklets, the stamps being used 
and the booklets “exploded”, and 
many pieces bearing used panes. 

4 Types of regular cancellations, 
not including those listed below. 

5 Coils on covers and pieces. 


6 Covers and pieces showing these 
stamps used with the preceding 
and the succeeding issues. 


7 First-day covers. 


8 MPO's, NPO’s, and CAPO’s not 
including those from overseas, 
where stamps were not used. 


9 Military and naval markings 
other than those of “8”. 


10 OHMS. 

11 Plate numbers. 

12 Postage-due markings. 

13 Other postal markings. 

14 Precancels. 

15 Railway cancellations. 

16 “Rates”, covers and pieces bear- 
ing stamps from one cent up. 

17 Registered covers, both rates. 

18 Slogan cancellations. 


19 Special delivery covers, both 
regular and by airmail, both 
rates. 


YOU might think it would be easy 
to put together a large collection of 
this kind. So it is, up to a point, but 
a good deal of this relatively young 
material is elusive, for example, 
some MPO's, NPO's, CAPO’s and 
railway cancellations, Plate numbers 
on covers or pieces are not common. 
There are hundreds of possible “rate” 
combinations. In how many ways 
can you pay five cents’ postage? I 
make it five. In how many ways can 
you pay 87c postage? I make it “x”. 

MY collection is probably not 
worth as much as the album pages 
and cards on which it is mounted, but 
I am having a lot of fun with it. The 
idea, of course, can be applied to any 
issues or even to only two or three 
stamps selected from an issue. 

ONE of my troubles has been to 
get dealers to take my requests ser- 
iously. I don’t much blame them; I 
can buy about everything a dealer 
has—he often hasn't anything—for 
only a dollar or two, so I am not a 
very good customer. I have had to 
rely on personal contacts, which I 
enjoy, as do all real collectors. If you 
have any of the kind of material of 
which my collection is composed, 
now you know what to do with it.

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Cape Breton Post Offices 


BY FRANK W. CAMPBELL 
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THAT large island north of Nova 
Scotia started as a postoffice called 
Cape Breton in early listing of post- 
offices, when it was listed as among 
“The Islands" in directories of 


the period. The other “Islands” were 
Newfoundland, Prince Edward and 
once Anticosti was listed. 

IN A BOOK by C. W. Vernon, 
published in 1908, on Cape Breton, 
it is mentioned that in 1784 the first 
Lieut-Governor DesBarres gave the 
infant town the name of Sydney, and 
among the *Civil Establishment" was 
Postmaster, Thomas Uncle. 

THIS is the furthest back mention 
of a postoffice, and no other evidence 
of a postoffice has been found until 
the Quebec Almanac began listing 
“Cape Breton" with A. Dodd as post- 
master, beginning 1807. 

IT IS presumed this was changed 
to Sydney about 1820, but no final 
word is on record as to whether this 
is correct. 

SYDNEY soon was a large office, 
third largest in volume of business 
in 1838— only Truro and Halifax hav- 
ing more in all Nova Scotia. 

NO SEPARATE postal system was 
developed for Cape Breton.  Post- 
marks with *C.B." in them, all before 
1867 Confederation, are just a local- 
ty desgnation. 
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“WAY OFFICES 
Many offices (officially called Reg- 
ular offices) that were subject to 
Halifax as head of the three Maritime 


provinces had subsidiary centers at 
some store, wharf, cross-roads, 
bridge, hostelry, etc.—sort of an un- 
official sub-office. These developed 
into an officially recogized group of 
Way Offices. Way offices forwarded 
to the closest large Regular office, 
which weighed and rated the letter. 

WAYS often developed into Reg- 
ular classification. The whole system 
disappeared soon after Confederation 
in. 1867. 

NO MARKING with WAY or W.O. 
in any Nova Scotia handstamp has 


been seen. This wording is very com- 


mon in New Brunswick markings, 
though. 

UP TO 1875, 172 definite post- 
offices had operated, including name 
changes and discontinued ones. 

IN 1888 there were 568 postoffices 
m Cape Breton. Rather a large num- 
ber of postoffices it seems, but Cape 
Breton is a third larger than Prince 
Edward Island, and was divided into 
four counties eventually.

Plaister Cove was changed to Port 
Hastings in 1871. It was a cable 
station and had considerable business 
in later years.

Way offices — Broadcove 
(Marsh), Broadcove (Intervale), 
Cheticamp, Hillsborough, Lake Ains- 
lie, Mabou, Margaree, Whycocomagh.

SHIP LETTERS 


SHIP LETTER markings for some 
offices exist but have not been seen 
by me. A “Ship” letter is one handed 
to local post master on arrival in 
port of any non-mail ship, the 
Captain receiving 1d or 2d, which is 
added to the letter rate on forward- 
ing by regular service. 

ILLUSTRATIONS are mostly from 
eopies in publie archives at Ottawa 
or Halifax. 

I am very anxious to get the start- 
ing dates of early N.S. and N.B. 
offices, about 220 before 1850 need- 
ing more or less additional data. 


Topmost Canadian Philatelists

DONALD A. KING, of Halifax, we 
regard as outstanding among early 
Canadian Philatelic students, and the 
subject of Mr. Greene's sketch in this 
issue is well-chosen among  con- 
tempories. 

A PERSONAL curosity of ours has 
been in regard to whom is the dean 
among Canadian stamp dealers. Per- 
haps Mr. Greene wil enlarge his 
field to include mention of these. In 
the odd bit of information coming to 
our desk the honour of oldest stamp 
dealer seems to point to (reading 
alphabetically) Chris Goulden, of 
Century Stamp Co., Montreal; John 
H. Lowe, of Toronto, and Reginald 
Nairne, Victoria, B.C. Who has a bet- 
ter ballot? Victoria Stamp Co., Lon- 
don, Ont., is an old timer, but the 
head of that firm today appears to 
us to be a bit younger than the ones 
above that we mention. Marks Stamp 
Co., Toronto, is a real old-timer but 
it’s founder, the late Arlie Marks, 
has passed on and younger hands 
now operate the business. 

TO MENTION other topmost deal- 
ers who have passed on we have been 
inclined to the late Geo.. A. Lowe, 
Toronto; A. E. Ketcheson, Belleville, 
Major Wurtele, Montreal, and other’s 
that do not come to mind at the 
moment, unless we mention Henry 
Hechler, which reminds us of the.

CANADIAN TOPICS 


"The stamp and I" 
by Phil Atts 





If there were a press photographer 
about, his picture would show you 
Phil Atts shaking hands with  him- 


self and at the same time holding 
up Issue No. 100 for the public to 
see. Or maybe the picture would 
show Phil Atts being loaded into an 
ambulanee with a broken arm from 
patting himself on the back. How do 
you like *Old Hundred" (that's a 
joke son, taken from the “Methodist 
Hymnal”). At this time of writing 
I haven't seen it myself, but from a 
bird's eye view through the key-hole 
No. 100 should be good. 

Of course everyone that gets into 
No. 100 is supposed to say some- 
thing special. The burden is immense 
and despite the most careful con- 
sideration I am afraid my remarks 
will be very simple, just like ord- 
. inary. 

I would like to address a few re-
